The Voyage of the Challenger. 


H.M.S. Challenger, which is om voyage 
of expvloratiog and scientific discovery around 
the globe, wad lust beard from at St. Thomas, 


West Indies. ) The New York Tribune alludes 
to some of thé information a'rendy obtained : 
“The sounding line showed that off the 
African coast rans a rather level bottom, 
which deepens gradually to a depth of 3,125 
tathoms at aout ove-thira of the way across 
to the West Indies, Farther west five bun- 
dred wiles there is a comparatively shallow 
spot a little less thas two miles ia depth. 
The dredge brought up trom the deepest spots 
a quantity of }dark red clay, contuining just 
enough unimél life to prove that life exists at 
aildepths @ne of the discoveries of the 
cruise is a: lobster, perfectly transparent. 
And there isia crustacea without even the 
trace of an| eye, acd with delicate little 
claws. At a'sbort distance from Teneriffe a 
new kind of white coral was brought up. It 
was as large aod heavy as the pink coral of 
the Mediterranean, but it was, unfortunately, 
dead. Thes¢ dredgings have proved to the 
Challenger party's satisfaction that the bot- 
tom of the sex, even at great depths, is not 
66 Smooth and free from rock as it has beeo 
supposed.

Aerial Mavigation. 

In latter ‘times California seems to have 
become the chosen field of experimenters in 
the great problem of aerial navigation, and 
various projects bave at times arisen and 
aroused “the! hopes, as well as engaged the 
capital of the sanguine, who dreamed of the 
altimace establishment of air sbip lines 
adapted to the rapid transit of beavy freight 
and passenger traffic, And quite as often 
Have the bopes ot theze visionary persons 
been disappoloted, and the different inveu- 
tions relapsed into forgetfulness, except to 
those possedsed of the immuteriai stock certi- 
ficates of such enterprises. But now if the 
predictions pf a number of really scientific 
parties are to be gealized, triumph. is- nearer 
hand, and the State ‘mast certainty derive the 
credit of ond of the greatest achievements of 
mechanical ingenuity of the age. The experi- 
ment of aeris| osvigation is about being wied 
according tp. the pisos perfected by a vener- 
able genitsinamed J.C. Fairview, who has 
the prestige, af least, of having previously 
produced se@vefal intentions.of the bigbest 
utillity in other fields of macbanies, Mr. 
Fairview has begun engaged: for sever.) years 
in perfecting bis present invention, which is 
claimed te haye worked entitely satisfactory 
in the model, and a number of scieatific gen- 
tlemen of the city express: much confidence 
in his suecéss, and lend him substantial ea- 
couragemeg: in developing his inveotion on 
an caolarge@ scale. The air ship, which has 
already rectived the desination of the Gla- 
diator,ia being co doa entitely new 
aod original: plans, the ‘complicaiton of 
which renders description difficult in a brief 
limit. Thé¢ main ship socalled, consists of a 
hickory hoop, light but strong, eval fa shape 
and pointed at one eud. This is sixty feet in 
breadth. Theboopis merely the stay of a 
canvas sack calculated for the reception of 
gas. Aboatithis is ano.ber receptacie, neriy 
similar in shape, butdighter in ¢opstruction 
and greatet in Capacityffor holdieg gas. It is 
attached ta the main ship by strong stays on 
all sides, ‘Below the maifi ship is « small 
boatlikd aicat, foritbe accomodation of ‘the 
passengers, On the sides of the main ship 
ure a:tachéd enormous wings, which operate 
similar to those of » bat, and also paddle 
wheels, whichiexect their force agaiast the 
air but ofér no resistance. Of course a steer- 
ing appartus js included, somewhat resem- 
bling the tail gf a bird. In the craft now 
preparing for ar-aerial flight, 2,000 yards of 
fabric are used, aad 4 considerable umount 
of steel, cordage, aod light wood work. 
About the whole cootrivance protrudes a 
spar, to which will be attached a mainsail 
aud jib. Inthe ship now prepariog for a 
cruise, the wings and propelling wheel will 
be operated by manual power, by means 
of cranks. The Gladiator is designed to 
carry ten persons. : Two will be stationed on 
either side of the frame work of the main ship 

operate the wings, one at the stern, to 
operate the rudder; and the remainder in tbe 
car below, to spell themselves io turning the 
crank-which revolfes the propelling wheels 
on the sides of the main ship. The concern 
will thus be, aside frum the sails, in about 
the form of three a!moud piths lying ‘fiat wise’ 
and will thus offer little resistance to. the 
breeze from Bay direction, and it is the-ex- 
pectation of the inventor that be will be eo- 
abled'to obtain the same advantage in the air 
as a sailing sbip employs on the water. 

The inflating capacity of the Gladiator will 
be ene buudred and twenty-five thousand 
eubic feet of gas, and as pure hydrogen is to 
be used, her liftiog power wil] exceed three 
tons, This will suffice to carry the air ship 
and the contemplated ten persons on the trial 
trip, aud that Mons, Fairview and bis friends 
will go up, there need be no doubt. The only 
question ig,’ **What will they do with it?” 
Should the propelling and steering apparatus 
work satisfactorily, permitting steady courses 
éasy landings, etc., why of course the prob- 
lem of wrial pavigation will be solved, The 
ait ship is in course of construction im the 
old dancing ball at the City Gardens, aad it 
is promised that the departure will be made 
trom there about the first of May. The as- 
cension is fully assured, but the results we 
leave to after consideartions. Meantime, the 
preparartions will no doubt engage the atten- 
tion of the carious. ss

DISCOVERIES REGARDING THE TREATY OF 1846. 


Loxpon, May 2d.—In the House of Com- 
mous to-night, Lord Jobn Hamilton, the 
member for Middlesex, called attention to 
the nature of the treaty of 1846, which under 
the treaty of Washington was submitted, to- 
getuer with the Northwesterh boundary 
question to the decision of the German Em- 
peror. He regretted that the Eogtish Gov- 
ernment bad allowed that part of the Oregon 
treaty to be interpreted as fatal tothe jast 
claims of Englaod. The Rosario Strait, long 
atter 1846, was the only known navigable 
channel between Uregon and Vancouver's 
Island, and bence was umdoubtedly the chan- 
acl indicuted in the treaty of 1846. Yet, the 
Government, with uobappy ingecuity, con- 
cluded ao arbitration trom a consideration of 
this particalur channel. He found no fault 
with the Em eror Willi nr. He thought the 
Geneva Arbitrators would bave acted more 
wisely, had they anticipated his method, and 
confined themselves to rendering their 
decision without giving reasons therefor. 

Lord Hamilton said he wvuld make no 
motion, and only desired to obtain from the 
House such an expre-sion of opinion as would 
discourage the making of a treaty hereafter on 
the give-all-take-nothing principle. 

Captain Bailie Cochen, member from the 
Isle of Wight, said that Earl Granville’s tor- 
eiga policy bad always been the reverse of 
that of Palmerston, Russell and Stanley. He 
recently had given Ruséia five hundred miles 
of frontier io Asia, and negotiations with the 
Untied States bad been pursued in accord- 
ance with the same policy of conciliation aod 
bumility. 

Viscouat Enfield, Under Secretary for the 
Foreign Department, defended Earl Granville 
and vindicated the course taken by bim on 
the Northwestern boundary question, It was 
an intricate one, and none was better adapted 
for arbitration. He traced the history, bound- 
ary dispute, the succession, negotiations and 
final settlemeat. Asan Englishman, he re- 
gretted the mission, but cheerfully and un- 
grudgingly accepted it. ‘

San Francisco Letter. 


Saw Francisco, Mey 5th, 1873. 


Eprron Sranparp:—I enclose you the 
account of the death of Jobn R. Cutler, « 
native of New York, aged 560 yeare.’ This 
man lett the Victoria police force some fen 
menths back, and came down to tbis city, 
but was some time before be obtained em- 
ployment, aod that was only for a few days; 
feeliag unwell he applied at the Hospital. but 
was refused admission ; next day be applied 
was admitted ; died the following, and was 
buried on the 23rd April. Yesterday I was 
passing the Hospital and called to make en- 
quiries; the clerk referred me to the nurse, 
ward D; but strange to say, Cutler was not on 
bis books, and be had no recollection of the 
man.

Epitog Staxpagp :—I observe that a great 
number of vessels are constantly arriving at 
Burrard Inlet, whose crews invariably desert 
and frequently steal ships boats aad provisions. 
To obviate this | would recommend that the 
ship owners of Europe and the Onited States 
would ship their men to be paid off when 
bound either to Washington Territory or to 
British Columbia. [f they would adopt this 
plan I feel convinced that ship masters would 
find little difficulty in procuring seamen at 8 
moderate rate. When those seamen were 
psid off, they would have what they call 
** jolly spree,’’ that is to get drank, kick up 
a row, and in eight or ten dass their money 
would be Gent, and those ‘‘joliy tars’ would 
be ready and willing to ship, and very often 
would join the vessels they bad been paid off 
from.. Seamen would then be numerous, and 
with a ‘‘Seilor’s Home’ for their accomoda- 
tion we should always have men on band for 
any vessel that required them. I would 
recommend the Captains of vessels who visit 
these ports to impress ou their owners the 
necessity of adopting the suggestions of

New Yorx, May 10—London papers coatain 
the particalars of the complete satisfaction 
given the Dominion flag for an insult to the 
British flug in February, when three political 
refugees were taken by force vut of the Vice 
Consul’s bouse at Puerto Platta, under the 
demand aod threat made by the commander 
of Her, Majesty’s ship Niobe. President Baez 
ordered the prisoners to be set at liberty, and 
the Government to reboist the Consular flag 
and fire a salute of 21 guns ; ail ot which was 
duly done, and gives great satisfaction to the 
toreiga resideats of the island. 

Vienna, May 12.—The arrangements for 
the visit of the Emperor of Russia are about 
completed. His Majesty will arrive on the 
ist Juse and next day will make the tour of 
the Exposition, He will remain here six 
days, durivg which time « series of majesti- 
cai fet-s is contemplated.
